Pan Americanism Stamp 
Contest For High School 
Students—Time Extended 


The response to “Pan Amerie 
canism in Postage Stamps,” a nate 
ional high school contest sponsors 
ed by the Philatelic Section of the 
Pan American Union and the 
American Philatelic Society, has 
been so hearty and widespread 
that the time for entries and the 
preliminary contests have both 
been extended. 

The United States has been di- 
vided into 37 Districts in each of 
which a local contest is to be held. 
The time for the holding of these 
contests has been extended from 
January 1 to March 1, 1945. Dates 
and regulations governing entries 
in District Contests will be left to 
District Representatives in order 
that full advantage may be taken 
of differing conditions in the vari« 
ous localities. The Final Contest 
will, as previously announced, be 
held during April in Washington, 
hae ef 


In view of the enthusiasm of the 
high school groups throughout the 
country, arrangements have been 
made for a larger display in 
Washington than was originally 
contemplated. It was first intend- 
ed to show only the _ entries 
awarded First place in each of the 
37 Districts. Through the courtesy 
of Dr. Alexander Wetmore of the 


|Smithsonian Institution the large 


gallery of the National Museum 
has been made available so that 
winners of both the First and 
Second Awards in each of the 37 
Districts of the United States may 
be shown, 

This enlargement of the original 
program will enable a_ greater 
number ‘of contestants to partici- 
pate in the contest and broadens 
the picture of the high school stu- 
dents’ expression of the meaning 
of Pan Americanism. 

The final Contest entries will 
be on display from April 8 
through 30, 1945. The Judges of 
the Contest will make their selec« 
tion early during the showing and 
announcement of the winners will 
be made on April 14 in Washing- 
ton as a part of the International 
Celebration of Pan American Day.

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War-Time Moving 
In Bond Street 
Has Its Hazards 


The H. R, Harmer London quar- 
ters were moved recently from 
131-137 New Bond Street across 
the way to Nos. 39-42, where the 
entire second story provides 50 
per cent more floor space. There 
Was some regret on leaving the 
scene of many triumphs, such as 
the sale of more than $170,000 of 
the “Hind” Mauritius in two hours 
one afternoon. However the new 
location will permit the postwar 
- expansion planned. The new auc- 
tion room has windows on three 
sides, yet is free from outside 
moise. Attractive postwar interior 
decorations are to come. 


The following intimate account 
of our philatelic trek across Bond 
Street was written by an execu- 
tive of our London staff, Mr. H. J. 
Ransom in a personal letter to Mr. 


H, R. Harmer.

For a wartime move, we did 
well to get safely into the new 
premises without loss or accident. 
The fun began with the safe shift- 
ers wanting to put the job for- 
ward just one day. They wanted 
the lift well-hole on Friday and 
Saturday, leaving Sunday for 
“contingencies”—the real reason 
being a “war move” contract on 
the following Monday. 

As the Aeolian Co. (the Build- 
ing owners) had kindly given us 
the Saturday and Sunday without 
demur and by arrangement weeks 
ago, we kept the safe men to these 
days and got over the difficulty 
by using the lift itself for the 
small safes under one ton, which 
was the capacity of the lift. They 
got to work getting others off their 
pedestals and rolling them near 
the lift—well-scattered over the 
floor. 

Owing to the possibility of air 
raids, the safes were repacked 
every night. Three tall ones would 
not go through the lift doorway. 
So we emptied them, threw them 
on their sides and propped the 
doors open to fill them again. 
Saturday morning Messrs, Way- 
good Otis & Co., the moving Con- 
tractors left the lift in the base- 
ment took the weight off the 
ropes by slinging up the counter- 
weights, and pulled the ropes to 
one side out of the way. By Sat-

New AL BU SAID 
Ship Stamps From

From the Windsor Stamp Co., of 
Uckfield, Sussex, England come 
some specimens of a new set of 
beautiful stamps issued to com- 
memorate the dynasty of AL BU 
SAID which dates from 1744 to 
1944 a span of 200 years.

MAIL COVERS | 
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urday noon we had eight safes 
through the second floor window 
of the new office, with the four 
heavy brutes ahead, so I called 
the foreman and the gang together 
and told them my view of the 
situation: 

“You've got a date on Monday 
you can’t get out of?” 

“Yus, guvnor Government job. 
We'll be free, Tuesday.” 

“T’ve got a date too on Monday. 
Moving men are coming in with 
a staff of women and girls. And 
there is a window out up there 
12 feet square, just asking for rain 
and snow. If you come back on 
Tuesday, I can’t get the window 
in till the next day so I'll make 


safes down today and leave them 
on the street level in our hall. 
Get them up tomorrow, spread 
about the floor, and there’s a quid 
($5.00) apiece for you. I'll get 
the window in first thing on Mon- 
day and you can do the final 
placings any time on Tuesday. 
How’s that? 

Thank God, they agreed, So we 
all went round to the Grosvenor 
and I bought them (and myself) 
a’ pint each. Later on I got hold 
of the brains of the gang, one 
Syd, who sucked an empty pipe 
from Thursday to Sunday, and 
told him the boys certainly looked 
like earning their quid—but it de- 
pended on him. So I slipped him 
an extra one. I felt awfully gen- 
erou§ considering it was the firm’s 
money. 

As we were transferring about 
£100,000 worth of clients’ prop- 
erty, I booked policemen to be 
on the spot while the girls carried 
across collections and parcels on 
Saturday afternoon and all day 
Sunday, and at the same time to 
keep people from under the safes. 
I took the job on during Satur- 
day morning. By blocking the 
pavement with tackle and odd 
timber, I persuaded people from 
the other approach to “just step 
off the curb please.” I’m not sur- 
prised at road accidents after this. 
Without exception, everybody 
looked up at the safe and went 
into the road without regarding 
the traffic, their heads screwed 
round and upwards until they 
made the curb again! 

My job was packing safes as 
fast as the stuff came across. The 
Aeolian Hall people had a con- 
cert at 5:15, and a fellow came 
for me about the safes littering 
up the entrance. Must have six 
feet clear and soon. So by the 
time I had settled him, we had 
all four down, well distributed 
and the place looked like nothing 
on Earth, 

On Sunday the boys went off 
with a bang and were finished by 
4:30. We adjourned for a cup of 
tea and invited the cop to join us. 
Just as we were thinking of pack- 
ing up and going home, another 
cop turned up. He had been in- 
formed by a man that six rough 
looking chaps went into Harmer’s 
and a policeman had followed and 
sometime later the chaps hurried

you a proposition: Get these four |; 

















out and drove away in a lorry, 
but no policeman had appeared. 
Query: Where was he? Well he 
was starting on his third cup of 
tea, so No. 2 was very relieved 
and also joined in. 

Not long after, owing to No. 2 
having passed the word that he 
was going to Harmer’s, the Police 
Sergeant comes along to see what 
all this nonsense was. This gave 
our tea ration coupons a bit of 
a sting, but we could afford to 
laugh as everything was safe we 
had had perfect weather and no 
air raid damage. 

Monday’s gang consisted of two 
smart fellows and four odds. You 
can imagine the sort of labor that 
is free to go furniture moving 
these days. 

In our new offices I had lettered 
every room and cubicle from A to 
R, and by marking all the stuff 
got most of it into the right — 
first time, We practically took 
over both lifts, the quantity of 
small stuff in the old spare room 
was terrific. 

The basement stuff went out to 
the side lane onto a lorry, and 
was easy in comparison. The only 
snag was that the lorry engine 
could not be coaxed into revolving 
till about 11, and it was midday 
before it arrived to do a journey 
of 80 yards. 

Instead of three days it ran into 
five. One “man” found Monday 
enough, and we never saw him 
again. The firm was reduced to 
four tea chests for packing, and 
there were countless books, hun- 
dreds of parcels of correspondence 
and thousands of catalogues—or 
was it millions? 

I had a final glance around over 
the road, and it looked rather 
awful. Where a fine safe had 
stood and defied all the crooks 
and jimmies there was now a 
dirty mark. Where lights blazed, 
two bits of wire and scorched 
plaster. The auction room, where 
H. R. Harmer obtained a record 
number of five-figure bids in one 
afternoon, looked like fourpence. 

I must revert to the safe slingers 
because of one immense youth 
who wasn’t far off 16 stone (224 
pounds), aged 23, I suggested that 
as a heavyweight he could make 
a better living but he modestly 
told me he had been blitzed once 
or twice! The first time driving 
a lorry down hill, a bomb blew 
his brake gear away. He remem- 
bers seeing the dial at 70 m. p.m., 
tried to hold it and woke up in 
hospital three days later. 

The other squeak was at home 
—buried with floor joists holding 
his head down, and a piece of 
metal in his stomach. His,mother 
was blinded for life, and his 
“bruvver” has only half a face! 
“But he don’t care” I was as- 
sured. He’s having plastic surgery 
every so often, and now the only 
job is to put some stiffening in 
his new ear. It sags, “‘but he don’t 
care”! 

That night we had a nasty raid 
and his “farver’ got burnt with 
phosphorous. I expressed my 
sympathy and hoped he would 
soon get well, but to my amaze- 
ment “Farver” had gone to work 
as usual. “Didn’t want the old 
lady to know—she’d only worry.” 

And some refer to these people 
as the “Lower Classes.”

Red Cross Receives Government 

Recognition. 

Pursuant to the recommenda- 
tion of the governing board of the 
Pan American union, eight of the 
Latin American governments have 
now let it be known that they 
have, or will pay their respects 
to the International Red Cross or 
its component units through the 
issuance of special postage stamps. 
Three of them, the Dominican Re- 

ublic, Nicaragua and Venezuela, 
have already placed allotments of 
their respective postal issues with 
the Philatelic section ot the Pan 
American union where they are 
available at face value. It is an- 
ticipated that others will be avail- 
able in Washington as soon as they 
are released. Meanwhile  unpre- 
cedented demands for them are 
being received, not alone from 
stamp collectors but also from Red 
Cross workers throughout the -na- 
tion, as souvenirs of the great 
humanitarian institution with 
which they are associated. y 

Postal officials of the United 
States have informally indicated 
that a similiar special issue in this 
country is looked upon with favor 
and that an announcement may be 
expected within a short time. 
Argentina Cooperates With Other 

Americas in Philatelic Fields. 

After considerable correspon- 
dence between the Pan American 
union and the postal authorities of 
Argentina negotiations have been 
concluded for the shipment of al- 
lotments of all new postal issues 
to Washington sq@ that they may 
more readily be available to col- 
lectors and dealers. Special feder- 
al legislation was enacted in 
Buenos Aires to legalize this inno- 
vation. 

A preliminary shipment has just 
been received by the Pan Ameri- 
can union in Washington consist- 
ing of quite a long list pf current 
Argentine postal issues, including 
the San Juan Earthquake relief 
series, the regular mail issue 
showing the portraits of many of 
the heroes of the days when Ar- 
gentina was struggling for inde- 
pendence from Spain, special 
stamps in compliment to Samuel 
F. B. Morse and Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell, and another’ group 
-.<0Wing the various products of 
Argentine agriculture. The series 
of portrait stamps is ably cover- 
ed from an historical viewpoint in 
Rogelio E. Alfaro’s ““Who.s who 
on the postage stamps of Argen- 
tina” published by the Pan Ameri- 
can union and available at 10c per 
copy. 

The ready availability of these 
postal issues is exceedingly time- 
ly, affording an excellent oppor- 
tunity to stamp collectors in the 
United States to familiarize them- 
selves with the historical back- 
ground of Argentina, one of the 
most important nations of the wes- 
tern hemisphere. 

Argentina is the seventh Latin 
American Republic to associate 
with the Pan American union in 
the maintenance of a central office 
through which several million col- 
lectors in the United States are 
able to obtain new postal issues at 
face value. This single source, of- 
fering the stamps of several coun- 
tries, has become increasingly

Dominican Republic Provides U. S. 

Market With New Material. 

A substantial shipment of cur- 
rent and recent »ostage stamps 
has just been received by the 
Philatelic section of the Pan 
American union in Washington 
from the Dominican Republic. 
Long awaited by stamp collectors 
and dealers in the United States, 
it contains several colorful issues 
including the national centenary 
regular and air mail issues, a re- 
ligious group depicting the virgin 
of highest grace, a group showing 
cattle and bananas and _ several 
other highly interesting national 
subjects. 

The Dominican Republic was 
first among the Latin American 
nations to take advantage of the 
inter-American Philatelic services 
of the Pan American union and 
therefore now has a larger variety 
of stamps available at the Wash- 
ington office of the union than any 
other government. These postal 
issues, through their varied pic- 
tures, offer an interesting insight 
into the life, culture and develop- 
ment of this interesting land 
which Christopher Columbus, in 
his will, directed was to be the 
last resting place for his mortal 
remains. 

On January -6, 1945 the 100th 
anniversary of the signing of the 
first constitution of the Republic 
will be celebrated. The occasion 
will be marked with the release of 
a new series of regular mail pos- 
tage stamps, a set of 1/2, 1, 2, 3 
and 10c. values. An allotment of 
the stamps will be sent from the 
Island Republic in ample time to 
be placed on sale at the Pan 
American union on the following 
day. This ideal arrangement is 
one which commercial dealers in 
the United States have long en- 
deavored to perfect. 


High School Pan American Contest 

“Pan Americanism in Postage 
Stamps” is a contest sponsored by 
the Pan American union with the 
cooperation of the Americar. Phil- 
atelic society. The United States 
has been divided into 37 districts 
where preliminary contests are to 
be held to select the most attrac- 
tively annotated and embellished 
stamp collections pertinent to in- 
ter-American relations. A surpris- 
ing interest is being manifested in 
the contest, as indicated in the in- 
quiries and correspondence reach- 
ing the Philatelic section of the 
Pan American union in Washing- 
ton. Two contest bulletins have 
thus far been released from Wash- 
ington and others embodying 
helpful hints and teachers’ aid ma- 
terial are in preparation for Te- 
lease shortly.

year with a message of cheer. Most Christmas 
cards are intended merely as a memento of re- 
membrance and have served their purpose when 
they reach the one to whom addressed. To stamp 
collectors however, Christmas cards have taken on 
a new significance and interest, especially those that 
come via V-Mail and from the boys overseas, for 
many such will pass down through the years as 
Philatelists prized pieces just like the old Valen- 
tines of yesteryear are now treasured. Several 
interesting V-Mail greetings have come from both 
the Eastern and Western theaters of war and ‘be- 
sides that from Lt. Hathaway mentioned on the 
George W. Linn front page we have from the Pacific area, a V- 
Mail from an old Columbus, Ohio, friend, Karl T, Broadley, one 
from T/Sgt.-H. T. Price, from Cpl. F. D. Mulford, one from Sgt. 
William Yorwill in the Dutch East Indies, one from E. M. Bickford 
with the Navy and from K. J. Weiss of the Navy a neat one which 
pictures a sailor boy starting down the chimney with a Jap in his 
bag— it’s worded “In The Bag”. 

From the Eastern theatre we have identical cards from both Lt. 
Bert Brownyer and Pvt. T. E. Van Sickle, both from India and pic- 
turing Santa going to town on an ox cart to which are hitched a 
couple of those hump-backed cows that are natives to India. From 
Cpl. A. E, Shaffer two V-Mail greetings that will find a place in 
our collection.

Lt. Brownyer, says, “This is a common sight 
here, but you'll notice that they don’t “take it off’, Bert refers to 
the fact that altho in the water, they still have their clothes of some 
sort on. For the information of his friends we might state that Bert 
married an Atlanta girl before he went overseas and now has a little 
daughter which he has not yet seen. A nice card from Sgt. David 
B. Browne of Camp Claiborne. Another regular Christmas card from 
Cpl. A. E. Shaffer believed to be on the western front, From S/Sgt. 
A. W. Goede a native Italian card direct from Italy and all dressed 
up with military trimmings.

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Venezuela Stamps Are 
Made For Sucker Trade 


A Lancaster, Pa., subscriber 
sends us a half page advt. clipped 
from a New York Stamp Mag. in 
which a dealer offers some Vene- 
zuela stamps with the statements 
that only 100 copies were issued 
or 100 sets were issued of the two 
differnt items. The prices are 
naturally high and our reader 

wants to know what we can do 
about such things. 

We wrote him back that we 
thought that he and others who 
support stamp papers that carry 
offers of such things ought to take 
it up with the publisher and ask 
him what to do about it, but of 
course if that were done, nothing 
might come of it. 

The stamps offered are the re-g 

cent Venezuela Air Mail, of the 
Base Ball issue and the Red 
Cross issue. The statement that 
only 100 of each were issued is a 
questionable one for certainly no 
government would “ISSUE” just 
100 of any stamp. It is most 
probable, since these are in the 
market that imperforate sheets of 
the two issues were carried out of 
the Printing plant and are now 
being offered to American Suck- 
ers. Just so long as there are 
“Suckers” who will patronize this 
class of material you can expect 
it to continue to come. Besides 
needing an expert committee in 
America we also need a Catalogue 
Committee, one with backbone 
enough to “black ball” such 
stamps as these and call them 
what they are and leave them out 
of the Scott Catalogue and then 
let collectors use the Scott Cata- 
logue and forget these _ others 
which apparently list anything 
that has the faintest resemblance 
to a stamp. 
No publisher can clear up such 
situations for you suckers, you 
got to clear them up yourself by 
not being suckers. 


More Greek Inflation 
Nofed On Post Card 


Mr. A. E, Pade, Denver, Color- 
ado dealer sends a clipping from 
local newspaper which pictures 
a post card which he received 
from a correspondent in Greece. 
The card bears a stamp of 5 mill- 
ion Drachmas and two others of 
500,000 Drachmas each, making 
a total of six million Drachmas to 
mail a post card. 

Postage for such a card before 
the war was five drachmas, then 
worth about two thirds of a cent 
each or approximately 3 cents in 
U. S. money. We reprint the story 
with the clipping herewith. 
Kimon Catacalos of Athens, 
Greece, must have used a wagon- 
load of money to buy stamps 
when he mailed a postcard to A. 
E. Pade of 1639 Stout st., a stamp 
dealer, 

The card, postmarked Nov. 8 
and received. Monday by Mr, 
Pade, carried six million drachmas 
worth of stamps, with one five- 
million drachma stamp and two 
500,000, evidence of what inflation 
did to Greek money. When Mr, 
Pade last received a card from Mr, 
Catacalos, a business associate, in 
1940, the postage was five drach- 





At the last rate of exchange be- 
fore the invasion of Greece, quot- 
ed April 26, 1941, the drachma 
was worth .68 cents. Six million 
drachmas, at that rate, would be 
equivalent of $40,800, though in- 
flation has since completely upset 
the economic cart and new sta- 
bilization efforts are now under 


way. 
“I am indeed very glad our 
Greece is again free and very 


glad I am still alive after such an 











enslaving,” the card said. “I will 
write more as soon as possible.”

envelope, is franked in the upper 
right hand corner with the three- 
cent purple stamp of 1944 depict- 
ing the “completion of the first 
transcontinental railroad” and in 
the center of which appears an 
old-time locomotive. To the left 
of this stamp is a used three-cent 
adhesive of the 1869 issue in used 
condition, also showing a locomo- 
tive of a somewhat different type 
than that on the three-cent stamp 
of 1944. Beneath the  three-cent 
issue of 1869 and extending to the 
right, a distance of one-half inch 
under the recent commemorative 
is a used United States five-cent 
Parcel Post stamp, depicting a 
modern locomotive of that period 
and which is pulling a mail train. 
To the right of this stamp is the 
used two-cent red and black 
stamp of the Pan-American issue 
of 1901, in used condition, also 
showing a modern engine of that 
era. All of the stamps bore the 
special cancelation used in con- 
nection with the anniversary of 
the Burlington train. 

Three other covers bear the 
three-cent United States com- 
memorativ stamp of 1944. In ad- 
dition one cover has the one, two, 
five and six centivos stamps of 
Honduras, showing a locomotive 
very similar in appearance to the 
engine appearing on the United 
States 1889 three-cent stamp. The 
other two covers have other de- 
nominations of the same set of 
Honduras stamps, with locomo- 


tives, in the denominations of 
five, 10 and 50 centivos and one 
peso. 


The Burlington railroad com- 
pany caused to be printed upon 
the left side of the envelope a 
cachet in purple 2 1-2 inches wide 
by three inches in depth. The 
stamps on the covers were hand 
cancelled “Omaha & Denver Train 
22, Nov. 11, 1944, R. P. O.” 

The inscription upon the three- 
cent U. S., commemorative loco- 
motive stamp of 1944 is somewhat 
misleading in view of the fact that 
there is no trans-continental rail- 
road in the country and never has 
been, while Canada boasts three 
such systems. 

The writer recently has been 
shown a number of interesting air 
mail covers, all postmarked at 
Palmer, Alaska, and a majority 
of which bear censorship mark- 
ings, the scotch tape strip used to 
close the envelopes after the cen- 
sor has read the contents, During 
the same period, however, certain 
air mail envelopes slipped through 
without being censored. The leg- 
ality of censoring any letters orig- 
inating in Alaska has been ques- 
tioned with no explanation from 
Washington as to the authority for 
subjecting them to this action, 

In the same collection there is 
an official current United States 
postal card, hardly half the thick- 
ness of the average card and on 
the back of which there are about 
150 words written on a typewrit- 
er. The back of this card appears 
to be a trifle rough, indicating 
that the card had been expertly 
split in two over its entire length 
and breadth. 

number of unusual covers from 
service men were noted by the 
writer in the same collection. Un- 
derneath the word “Free” on one 
of these appears in ink, “Thanks 
to F. D. R.” Another bears the 
words, “Thanks to Mr. Roose- 
velt,” beneath the “Free.” 

The same collection contained 
the one, two, four and five-cent 
stamped envelopes of the 1932 
Bicentennial issue and bearing the 
printed penalty markings. 

In another collection being built 
up by a boy of 15 the writer noted 
five covers of exceptional interest 
and which had been mailed to a 
friend in the United States by an 
American service man then on 
duty in the Pacific. These regis- 
tered air mail and air mail cov- 
ers were mailed in Burma, Hong- 
kong, Penang and other points 
just before the Japanese moved 
in, 

Many youngsters are taking ad-

sisting of around 30 covers re- 
cently was shown to the writer 
and proved to be particularly in- 
triguing in view of the fact that 
it was something different than 
the average run of such accumu- 
lations.. The owner, a_ girl of 
around 16 years of age, had an- 
nexed a considerable number of 
glassine containers, which she cut 
to proper size as a protction for 
her covers. The crystal clear glas- 
sine had the effect of setting off 
the covers to the best advantage 
and at the same time they pro- 
vided protection against the en- 
velopes being damaged or soiled. 
That is the kind of cover collec- 
tion that will enhance in value, 
despite the fact that none of the 
covers have been mounted. 

The popularity of covers will 
continue to increase among phil- 
atelists, or just plain postage 
stamp collectors, and there never 
has been a time like the present 
to build up such collections,

Dear Sir: It occurs to me that the 
following information would be 
of interést to your readers: 
ARGENTINA-Types AP6 & AP9 

Scott’s catalog illustrates these 
types showing identical designs, 
referring to the AP6 as “Mercury” 
and to AP9 as “Mercury § and 
Plane”. But both show Mercury 
with an outline of a plane behind 
Mercury, and are not readily dis- 
tinguishable from the plane out- 
line alone. Scott’s C39 (AP6) is a 
richer brown than C44 (AP9) but 
ean be easily told apart by exam- 
ination of the background and of 
Mercury itself. The background 
of C39 is solid, while the back- 
ground of C44 consists of parallel 
horizontal lines. The body of Mer- 
cury in C39 is in solid color, but 
in C44 it consists of vertical rows 
of dots. 

I am not much given to writing, 
but have just had occasion to go 
over a bunch of these air mails, 
and the illustrations and data in 
the catalog were of little help in 
distinguishing the two printings, 
so it occurred to me that the in- 
formation might be useful to 
others.

Thaf “RF” Surcharge On 
U. 5. Air Mail Stamps 


We find what appears to be an 
official explanation of the “RF” 
surcharges that have been noted 
on United States Air Mail stamps 
coming from European and North 
African sources on letters to this 
country. The item is in the Dec- 
ember 15 issue of the New York 
Sun, the stamp page by Franklin 
Bruns Jr., and comes from the 
Sun Bureau at Washington. We 
reprint it in full. 

Stamp colletcors have been in- 
terested in the receipt from over- 
seas of mail in 6-cent embossed 
stamped air mail envelopes over= 
printed with the initials “RF”. 
These letters appear to have or- 
iginated with members of French 
naval forces judging from the can- 
cellations, though investigation at 
the time of their receipt fafled to 
disclose the significance of the 
overprint. 

A communication has just been 
received at the Post Office De- 
partment from the Navy Depart- 
ment advising that the printing 
was no doubt performed by Free 
French forces located in Casabla- 
nea under authority of a directive 
reading as follows: 

“Where no French postage is 
available and cancellation is made
